Transitioning Between Phases: Considerations

Jurisdictions may consider expanding vaccine availability to priority groups in the
next phase in several situations, including, for example:

Demand in the current phase appears to be decreasing (e.g., decrease in
appointments)

Supply exceeds population number (e.g., more vaccine doses available than
needed to complete vaccination of persons in the current phase)

Most peoplein the current phase are vaccinated (e.g., 70% of the target
populationin a phase)

Jurisdictions have actively worked to increase both access and demand among
populationsin a specific phase but vaccine supply still exceeds demand

Vaccine supply within a certain location is in danger of going unused unless
vaccination is expanded to persons in the next phase
